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Ambulance Controls, 
Pay Raises Voted By 
Warren Boro Council 


An 
ordinance 
regulating am­ 
bulance service in Warren borough 
and pay raises for borough employes 
totaling about $ 12,000 were approved 
by the Warren borough councilMon- 
day evening. The raises go into 
effect in January. The ambulance 
ordinance will 
become effective 
when the newly named board sets 
up its regulations. 
Members of the ambulance board 
are J. A. Williamson, administra­ 
tive director of the Warren General 
hospital, who will serve three years, 
Dr. W. S. Walters, two years, and 
Health Officer E. F. MacKendrick, 
one year. 
Both ambulances and drivers must 
be approved by the board, and must 
be licensed annually. The fee will 
be $1 except for non-profit se r­ 
vices. 
Insurance must be carried a- 
mounting to $100,000 for injuries 
to one person, $300,000 for two or 
more people, and $ 10,000 for prop­ 
erty damage. Violators will be sub­ 
ject to a fine of not more than $100 
and thirty days in jail. 
The largest pay raise wasthatfor 
chief of the fire department which 
went up about $70 to $430 to place 
it on a par with the police chief. 
Police raises averaged about $ IO a 
month, though a new category of 
patrolmen for more than thirty 
months will receive $320, an in­ 
crease of $20. 
Firemen increases also aver­ 
age about $10 a month, except for 
officers who enjoyed $15 and $20 
increases. 
The pay scales follow:

Lt., $360; 2nd Lt., $350; Sgt., $330; 
Patrolman first six months, $260; 
Patrolman after six, $290; Patrol­ 
man after twelve months, $310, and 
after thirty months, $320.

Council also accepted the resig­ 
nation of W. T. Davidson from the 
planning board and replaced him 
with L. N. Donaldson, who will 
serve until October 17, 1957. 


A resolution was passed which 
authorized the borough secretary 
to publish a notice of intent to levy 
a per capita tax for 1957. This is 
expected to bring in about $41,000 
and was the tax introduced about 
eight years ago to take care of a 
deficit for one year. Sort of a tax 
that came to dinner.

Run paving to be completed soon. 
Sixty per cent of the rough grading 
is completed. 


Council passed an ordinance which 
creates a parking meter lot on the 
YMCA property north of the Y build­ 
ing. Leased for five years it will 
have thirty-two meters for use when 
tennis is not in season. It will cost 
five cents an hour from 9 a. rn. to 
2 p. rn. The rest of the time it is 
free. If any profits result after the 
meters are paid for, the money will 
go into the parking authority fund. 


Council bought a new police car 
from Dan’s Chevrolet, for a net 
cost of $1190. A 1955 trade-in 
was worth $1,007.55 as a part of 
the deal. 


Council voted to accept the bid 
of the Buffalo Scale Co., of Buf­ 
falo, N. Y., for a new borough 
scale to test trucks. It will cost 
$4,032. 


Council also approved an ordi­ 
nance which granted a right of way 
to the Manufacturing Gas Co. across 
the airport. 


Members of the Warren Area Joint 
School Board voted 27 to 9 Monday 
night to select an area in Glade 
township as the site for a new high 
school and that the said site be 
surveyed in connection with en­ 
gineering and architectural studies 
to determine what precise amount 
of land and location would be re ­ 
quired for school purposes. 
Action was prompted after the 
joint committee, at its November 
meeting, passed a motion request­ 
ing the Joint Board to pass amotion 
at Monday’s session for a new high 
school building on a site referred 
to as the Swick site. 
It was pointed out to the board 
that no decision could wisely be 
made in adopting the Swick site 
Monday night, as the specific area 
has not definitely been determined 
The resolution passed stated the 
site be in Glade Township on the 
premises owned in part by Sarah 
F. Swick and others. 
A second resolution, passed by a 
vote of 35 to I, gave the joint 
committee the authority to proceed 
to contract for services in con 
nection with a new school to deter­ 
mine precisely the nature of the 
building, amount and location of 
land required. Prior to this time 
the committee had decided on the 
architectural firm of Meyers, Kri- 
der, Werle 8i Ellenberger of Erie 
subject to contract approval. The 
negative ballot was cast by Presi­ 
dent Melvin G. Keller. 
After the count of the ballots on 
the first resolution the “ yes” votes 
had been cast by Mi ley, Clarendon 
Robert Smith, Richard Smith, Mil­ 
ler, Lincoln and Porter, Conewango 
Chinberg, Anderson and Nordin 
Elk; Johnson, Mathis and Pearson 
Glade; Colosimo, Flatt and Snow 
Kinzua; Grosch, Dorrion, Saylor 
and Clapp, Mead; Tremblay, Pleas­ 
ant; Mickleson and Westfall, Wat­ 
son; Cowden, Frantz, Hanson,O’­ 
Connor and Jewell, Warren. 
The “ negatives” were cast by 
Brian, 
Sleeman, Dickerson and 
Bauer, Clarendon; Schaeffer, Ruhl- 
man, Nollinger and Hultman, Pleas­ 
ant; and Keller, Warren. 
To carry the resolution six of the 
representative boards (9) had to be 
in favor, two-thirds (24) of the 
members present had to be in favor, 
and a majority of the total 47 board 
members had to be in favor. 
At its meeting later in the eve­ 
ning the joint committee decided 
to invite the architects to the Jan­ 
uary session when the issue could 
be discussed further. 
The Joint Board reelected Mr. 
Keller as president, Lee Schaeffer 
as vice president, and Ernest Mil­ 
ler the secretary for four years, at 
the annual election of officers. The 
treasurer, Charles Frantz, remains 
in office. As has been the custom 
for the past three years, the same 
slate was accepted by the joint 
committee. 


Several other routine matters 
were discussed in the joint com­ 
mittee session, including a report 
on use of the third floor of the 
high school structure for additional 
space starting the 1957-58 term. It 
was brought out that the third floor 
of such a building is not allowed, 
however it is possible permission 
may be granted for a short period. 
It was reported that football re­ 
ceipts for 1956 totaled $4,365,97 
and seven per cent of this ($305.62) 
was turned over to the borough. 
Dr. Carl E. Whipple, superin­ 
tendent, stated that the November 
per cent of attendance was 96, the 
Ugliest since 1948. There were 
3,743 students in all buildings. 
A bill amounting to $2500 for 
professional services rendered by 
awrie and Green, architects, was 
approved. Also $487, special ser­ 
vices; $593, substitute teachers; 
5630, janitors overtime; $16,124, 
jills payable from the general fund; 
$382, orders written during the 
month.

Forms 
now are being mailed by the Div­ 
ision of Sanitary Engineering of the 
State 
Health Department to 
150 
municipalities which have inquired 
about Federal grants. 
An appropriation of fifty million 
dollars was made at the last ses­ 
sion of Congress for allotment to 
Pennsylvania for payment to mu­ 
nicipalities 
to help t h e m build 
sewage plants. Over two million 
already has been alloted. 
Applications for grants must be 
filed with the Sanitary Water Board 
which will establish eligibility and 
priority for payment.

MISINFORMATION AND 
EXAGGERATION 
Last week the Warren Tim es 
M irror used a letter from a scho >1 
board member in an effort to prove 
that access to the Swick site, one 
of those favored as a location for a 
new high school, was costly and 
difficult. This same letter was r e ­ 
ceived by us, but it seemed that 
the answers were so obvious and 
to refute it seemed so personally 
em barrassing that we left it alone. 
However, public opinion is im ­ 
portant and there is no doubt that 
many read such articles and are 
bothered with doubt or confusi n. 
For that reason we probably must 
counter-attack. 
The letter and article left you 
with the im pression that all stu­ 
dents who live a mile and a half 
or more from the school site must 
be transported. This is false. We 
cannot understand why a school 
board m em ber makes such a state­ 
ment and we do not understand why 
editors whose job it is to check 
the accuracy of front page state­ 
ments have not contacted state or 
local authorities to learn what the 
facts are. 
First, a school district does not 
have to transport any students at 
all. 
Second, if it chooses to tra n s­ 
port high school students, the state 
help is available only if they live 
two miles from the site. 
Two 
miles . . . that is I 
Third, in W arren we have a bus 
service. If students do not wish to 
walk to scho ->1 they can take a bus. 
We doubt if W arren would tra n s ­ 
port any students who live within 
the borough. 
Fourth, 
those who live outside 
the borough already are being tra n s ­ 
ported, and it makes little differ­ 
ence to them what corner of W arren 
houses the school. Townships on one 
side or the other will lose o r 
gain accordingly. 
Fifth, if we have t« transport high 
school students beyond one and a 
half miles, why aren't we doing it 
within W arren borough today? 
• 


REIMBURSEMENT WRONG 
The article and letter said the 
state would pay half the tra n s­ 
portation cost. 
That also is false! 
At the present time the state is 
paying seventy per cent of the cost! 
There is quite a difference! 
Assuming that the article was 
right, and obviously it was wrong 
in so many places that most of it 
is discredited, the cost of five busses 
a year would be $15,000. That is 
only one mill, and the state would 
pay seventy per cent of it, leaving 
us with an annual transportation cost 
of only $4,500.

RED HERRING 
The article and letter toss in a 
red herring idea which involves 
filling in part of the gravel pit and 
building a sixty foot lane up its 
middle. 
It said this would cost 
$566,000. 
But whose idea is this? We have 
not proposed it. No one who sup­ 
ports the Swick site has proposed 
it publicly. And if the cost to do 
anything of this nature or of any 
leveling nature would cost a half 
million dollars there is one easy 
answer. Don't do it! 
Actually the gravel pit portion 
can be remedied in at least two 
easy ways. The cheapest would be 
to dynamite 
a bit of its upper 
portion, grade it off a mite, and 
plant it with trees that would hold 
it intact. Beautify it, solidify it, 
remove 
all danger, and leave it 
alone.

portion of it we want has not been 
settled. The school might not be 
back of the gravel pit. It might be 
further north. The use of the name 
"'Swick” has made it easy to desig­ 
nate an area, and no doubt part of 
the Swick land would be used. 
Most of those who have studied 
the many sites and have settled on 
the Swick area as the best are a- 
ware that there are enough acres 
in this section to accommodate a 
golf course. We can buy as many 
of these acres as we believe will 
take care of our future problems. 
The land cost actually is a small 
share of the 
investment and we 
always will have room for ex­ 
pansion and land for purposes to 
which future generations may want 
to put it. 
Land is not a bad investment by 
any town. As long as we are buying 
a few acres to r a high school, 
why not buy enough to cover all 
alternatives. The Swick area pro­ 
vides that advantage. 
The area school board approach­ 
ed the problem sensibly at its an­ 
nual meeting. It voted in favor of a 
new school, and chose the Swick 
neighborhood for the location. But 
it remains for the committee and 
the architect to study the area and 
make specific recommendations. 
The state has shown much favor 
for the Swick area, and no doubt 
will approve any portion of it, but 
we still must obtain its official nod 
on a specific plan and plot. Actually 
there are over fifty acres of good 
land in that section, with a variety 
of

and aspects.

Education And 
The New Look 


By Bob Walsh 


The next m ajor change in Penn­ 
sylvania education may be the new 
regional service areas which will 
replace the counties. Though this 
will 
be 
opposed 
by 
many who 
selfishly 
defend their provincial 
rights, a close look may convince 
you that we are not giving up a thing 
to the state and are gaining much. 
Actually the replacement of county 
superintendent 
offices by larger 
area offices does not give the state 
greater power. But it does bring the 
local district board closer to the 
state along channels through which 
we obtain help. This help is both 
financial and technical. 
This is especially important today 
when rural living is increasing and 
jointures and unions are becoming a 
major part of our educational sy s­ 
tem. The old community and town­ 
ship lines are melting away as 
transportation and communication 
advances bring all of us closer 
together in a shrinking world. 
Living in the suburban areas is 
becoming as luxurious as life in 
the city and many are escaping the 
crowded metropolitan living with 
homes outside of town. This aug­ 
ments the need for larger school 
districts. 
The county offices were estab­ 
lished about one hundred years ago 
as an interm ediate between the state 
and the school districts. With an 
increased need for educational ad­ 
vice from authorities, the state is 
unable to provide enough qualified 
people to serve sixty-six counties. 
By 
reducing this intermediate 
group of offices to thirty-seven, 
more help can be made available to 
each. The regional set-up calls for a 
superintendent, secondary and ele­ 
mentary school coordinators, two 
vocational advisers, and one special 
education adviser. With such help 
available within a region it would 
not be necessary to go all the way 
to H arrisburg every time advice 
were needed, and the economics of 
it are obvious. 
The present arrangement does not 
care for many special cases. In fact, 
in small counties there are not

enough of each to make special 
courses or attention possible. How­ 
ever, a new state law makes it 
mandatory to provide training for 
the handicapped. The answer may 
be found in larger regional inter­ 
mediate areas between the districts 
and the state. 
Though we have written that we 
do not like the arrangement of 
Venango, 
Forest, 
and 
W a r r e n 
counties in a single region because 
of the resulting geographical pat­ 
tern, which seem s im practical, we 
also realize that this is not a super­ 


visory arrangem ent as much as it is 
an intermediate between state and 
district. 
The exchange of thirty-seven re ­ 
gions for sixty-six county superin­ 
tendent offices will not put educa­ 
tors out of work. The demand is too 
great and the resulting regions will 
need qualified personnel. Most of 
these people will be strong support­ 
ers of the move. 
We certainly agree with it in prin­ 
ciple. Details can be ironed out as 
it moves along.

C. of C. To Participate 
In Development Act 


Major action at the meeting of 
the Warren Area Chamber of Com­ 
merce Tuesday night was the de­ 
cision to participate in the Penn­ 
sylvania 
Industrial 
Development 
Assistance 
Act, 
which 
permits 
matching grants for county-wide 
development organizations. So that 
the funds can be obtained from the 
state when needed, the organiza­ 
tion’s directors accepted the local 
industrial development committee’s 
recommendation. 
The purpose of the IDAA is to 
provide from the state a part of the 
funds necessary for research, plan­ 
ning and promotional activities re­ 
lating to local development on a 
county basis. One organization in 
each county may be the recipient of 
a grant which is part of the one 
million dollar fund appropriated by 
the Dept, of Commerce for this 
purpose. The local organization, 
however, must match the grant. 
The 
Warren County Commis­ 
sioners must first designate the 
Warren Chamber as the organiza­ 
tion representing the entire county 
under this program if it is to 
become eligible for the matching 
funds. It is then necessary that the 
governing bodies of the townships, 
boroughs or cities representing a 
total of 50 percent or more of the 
1950 population of the county con­ 
cur in the resolution. 
Funds could be used in various 
ways, including surveys and studies 
of data pertaining to local natural 
resources and raw materials, en­ 
gineering surveys and planning of 
industrial districts, preparation of 
maps and aerial views, and many 
other activities that should prove 
to be useful in the overall pro­ 
motion of the development and ex­ 
pansion of commerce and industry 
in this area. 
In other activity at the Chamber 
meeting the 
airport 
committee, 
headed by Stanley Doebler, report­ 
ed that local business firms are 
being contacted to raise a portion 
of the money needed to repair the 
strips at the local airfield. Be­ 
tween $4000 and $5000 has been 
guaranteed to the borough by the 
Chamber committee to pay for half 
the cost of repairs. 
The fight to keep Route 6 on the 
Interstate System was reported on 
by Clifford Johnson, who stated 
additional data showing the im­ 
portance of Route 6 to the north­ 
ern tier of the state was being 
gathered to submit to the Bureau 
of Roads in Washington.

Ask the average citizen ifWarren 
county should employ outside spe­ 
cialists to assess our property for 
taxing purposes and most of them 
will say “ yes” . Their reasoning 
naturally is that outsiders will be 
unbiased and will be skilled in the 
work. 
It also is argued that assessors 
elected in the various wards and 
precincts are politicians and are 
not qualified to do the work. If 
that is so our democratic process 
is indeed in a sad state. 
Politically it no doubt is wise 
for the county commissioners to 
employ outside help. This seems 
like an astute move and no one 
can blame the commissioners if 
the job does not suit them. They 
can run for re-election or for e 
lection to other offices with the 
claim that they have done a fair 
job. 
But have they? Is it not possi 
ble that employing outsiders to do 
our assessing will prove a very 
expensive job today, and a contin 
uing costly one in the future. Value 
will change, new homes and plants 
will be built. Who will assess our 
Droperty next year, or any given 
year thereafter if no one locally 
is qualified and if politics can be 
brought to bear?

It seems to us that the impor­ 
tant factor in the assessing bus­ 
iness is to provide the public with 
measuring stick. Once we are 
familiar with the basis on which 
all assessments are made we will 
have a basis on which to make 
appeals. We can look at our neigh­ 
bor’s property and see if it has 
been fairly assessed on the same 
basis. 
Today there is no basis for ap­ 
peal. Every assessor has a differ­ 
ent method of arriving at his fig­ 
ures. The taxpayer has no rule 
which he can apply when checking 
the value placed on his property 
Given such a measuring stick 
local assessors would do no more 
than obtain the figures and facts 
about each property. A trained chie 
assessor, and maybe an assistant 
would use these to arrive at the 
value. 
We believe that specialists in 
the field of assessing are needed to 
tell us how to do the job. We should 
obtain advice in this field so that we 
can arrive at a pattern for deter­ 
mining values. Once this is done 
it always will be ours and future 
office holders can apply it. Mot 
important, the public will become 
familiar with it and no politician 
will be able to deny an appeal if 
•the appealed value does not fit the 
rules laid down. 
* 


We are afraid that the use of 
specialists to do the entire job 
will be but a temporary relief. In 
a very few years you will find the 
assessments in another confused 
state, with no trained help to keep 
it in order, and no standard by 
which the taxpayer can determine 
whether or not he is being unfairly 
charged. 
We need a long range system, 
started by professionals, and car­ 
ried on by trained chief assessors 
Area assessors then also will have 
a definite method to follow and the 
political parties should see to it 
that intelligent people who can fol 
low instructions in the gathering 
of figures and facts are chosen to 
run for such important posts. 
We contend, therefore, that we 
need only the help of pros to give 
us the system and train the chief 
assessors. We can take it from 
there, and the public will have 
basis for its appeals.

O U T D O O R S 


Larry Stotz, Allegheny National 
Forest ranger, has some interesting 
angles on the deer season in his 
column this week. He says: 
“ For the past several years, 
personnel of the Allegheny National 
Forest have been patrolling sec­ 
tions of highways and woods roads 
on the Forest during the first two 
days of deer season in order to get 
a cross section of hunting pres­ 
sure, and other important infor­ 
mation to help them do a better job 
of wildlife management. 
“As one of those participating in 
this annual survey, I meet a lot of 
hunters in the field, and the con­ 
tacts with them are always inter­ 
esting and pleasant. It gives me the 
opportunity to explain some of the 
things we are trying to accomplish 
on the Allegheny National Forest, 
and I get the hunter’s reaction to 
some of the things we do. 
“This year we measured the girth 
of deer killed, and from a table 
which correlated girth with weight 
we were able to arrive at the ap­ 
proximate weights of these deer. 
The weight, together with antler 
development, tell an important story 
about the amount and quality of the 
feed that was available to the deer 
before they fell under the hunters’ 
bullets. 
“On the first day of the season I 
interviewed one of the most con­ 
sistently successful hunters I have 
ever met. For every buck killed 
over the years he had a notch on his 


rifle butt. He had been hunting on the 
Allegheny National Forest for the 
past fifteen years, and his rifle 
butt bore fourteen notches. While 
his skill, coupled with a fair share 
of luck, remained nearly constant 
throughout this period, the quality 
of the bucks he killed had steadily 
declined both in weight and antler 
development. 
“ He still had vivid memories of 
the fine buck he killed the first 
year, back in 1941. It weighed 211 
pounds hog dressed, and the wide 
rack had eleven points. In contrast, 
the buck he got in 1956 had five 
small points on a tiny rack, and 
only weighed 90 pounds. He re­ 
marked that back fifteen years ago 
you didn’t- shoot at the first buck 
that came along, but hunted until 
you located one that suited you 
Today, however, you had to be 
satisfied with the first one you saw 
since you might not get another one 
within your sights. 
. “ Some hunters blame the small 
size of the deer today on inbreeding, 
but there is no such thing in wild 
animals in the forest. These small 
deer reflect the scarcity and poor 
quality of the browse on the forest. 
Of 31 deer I checked weights on the 
first day of deer season, the small­ 
est buck weighed 75 pounds, and 
the largest weighed 175 pounds. The 
rest averaged around IOO pounds, 
and twelve out of the thirty-one 
deer were spike bucks.

camp in tents during the deer sea­ 
son, more and more are bringing 
house 
trailers 
into 
the hunting 
country, and of course an increas­ 
ing number are building permanent 
hunting camps on the Forest. The 
days of roughing it under an im ­ 
provised canvas “ wickiup” are al­ 
most a thing of the past. 
“ I encountered one hunter who 
had spent his younger days hunting 
from a tent camp. Now he has gone 
modern, and combines comfort with 
the pleasure of hunting. I visited his 
big house trailer parked at the side 
of a Forest Service road in the heart 
of good hunting country. He had a 
portable power plant running which 
furnished him with electric lights, 
and ran the electric blower in the 
circulating oil heater. For enter­ 
tainment in the evenings he had 
perfect reception on the television 
set with which this luxurious house 
trailer was equipped. A jeep station 
wagon with 4-wheel drive, and chains 
on all four wheels, insured him 
against being stuck there for the 
winter’’.
